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CARE MATERNITY PATIENTS AND NEWBORN INFANTS 


How can the hospital confronted with increasing 
demand for maternity services, overcrowded nurseries, 
ever increasing load laundry and sterilization 
facilities, and shortage both professional and non- 
professional personnel, continue provide safe 
for its maternity patients and newborn infants? 
apparent that some short cuts must taken and non- 
essentials eliminated order that the essentials can 
maintained. 

Without careful planning, likely that pressures 
will result curtailment some procedures essential 
for safe care, while time honored routines which re- 
quire considerable nursing time but are nonessential 
are scrupulously continued. this time most mater- 
nity departments will benefit careful review 
present routines and the joint formulation the physi- 
cian and nurses responsible for the and ob- 
service essential procedures which are 
clearly understood all concerned. 

Under circumstances existing most maternity 
departments this time, utterly impossible for 
the nurses carry out different routines for each 
doctor’s cases. Every effort should made secure 
the adoption standard procedures for all infants 
include uniform bath procedure, lengthening inter- 
vals between weighing, house formula for infants 
who must fed artificially, and the encouragement 
breast feeding not only because time saver and 
has advantages the infant the long run, but be- 
artificial feeding the hospital must recog- 
nized potential medium for the transmission 
infection. 


ESSENTIALS SAFE CARE 


The underlying principle safe care for newborn 
infants the maintenance individual technique, 


which demands adequate spacing infants nurs- 
eries, separate equipment for each infant, sufficient 
quantities sterile supplies, careful technique 
the part attendants which includes handwashing 
between patients, and avoidance exposure possible 
sources infection. 


Physical Set-up. Consistently good technique can 
not maintained against the odds inadequate physi- 
facilities. Many hospitals today are placing far too 
much reliance the ability the nursing staff 
maintain techniques good enough overcome the haz- 
ard crowded nurseries and insufficient equipment 
and supplies. 


Space. The fewer infants cared for any one nurs- 
ery the less the danger spread infection. Bassi- 
nets should separated that there sufficient space 
(at least two feet) between bassinets permit indivi- 
dual bedside 


Observation Nursery. least one room 
provided for the immediate isolation infants who 
are suspected being ill. 


Equipment. Sufficient equipment supplies 
should provided that individual technique can 
maintained. adequate supply linen essen- 
tial, and will save much nursing time well wear 
nurses’ nerves. Substandard linen inventories are 
recognized false economy. are 
experiencing increasing difficulties with laundry serv- 
ice making necessary larger reserve supplies linens. 
Nursing time saved and safety promoted provid- 
ing 24-hour supply clothing, bed pads, sheets and 
blankets cabinet each infant’s crib. The routine 
autoclaving diapers good procedure. 


Handwashing Facilities. Proper handwashing 
one the basic essentials safe technique. Some type 
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lavatory must conveniently located each nurs- 
ery that handwashing before and after caring for 
each infant possible. generally agreed that 
thorough handwashing with soap and running water 
more effective than the use solutions matter how 
they may smell. 

Transportation Infant Mother. The infant 
should wrapped blanket and carried the 
mother nurse who wears gown and mask. 
group carrier should not used. 


Formula Room. formula room located, possi- 
ble, the maternity division and used for other pur- 
pose, greatly facilitates the maintenance safe for- 
mula technique. This room should provided with 
handwashing facilities, sterilization equipment and 
adequate refrigeration space for the amount milk 
and milk mixtures which must kept under refriger- 
ation. 

Formula Preparation. Formula preparation should 
carried out with strictly technique and the 
person charge must thoroughly trained such 
technique. Nurses, dieticians others working the 
formula room should scrub the elbow and put 
gowns, surgical caps, and masks covering the nose and 
mouth before entering the formula 
nipples, bottle caps and all equipment used formula 
preparation should washed thoroughly promptly 
after use and boiled thoroughly autoclaved before 
use. Nipples should immersed during boiling. 
Milk mixtures should poured into individual sterile 
bottles, sterile nipples placed the bottles and cov- 
ered with sterile nipple protectors. Glass protectors 
for this purpose are available and are satisfactory. 
Cooling should rapid and should complete before 
the bottles are placed the refrigerator. tempera- 
ture 40° should maintained all times 
the refrigerator containing milk mixtures. 


Protection Against Exposure Infection 

Hospital Staff. that one— 
graduate student nurse, auxiliary worker physi- 
cian allowed care for newborn infants until such 
person has been found, physical examination, 
free all infectious disease. The maternity nursery 
supervisor should made responsible for barring from 
the maternity department and nursery any personnel 
with evidence respiratory infections, skin lesions, 
diarrhea, any other infectious disease. Gown, mask 
and techniques should carried out all per- 
sonnel who enter the nursery. 

Visitors should recognized hazard and elimi- 
nated entirely strictly controlled. one with evi- 
dence suspicion respiratory other infection 
should admitted the maternity floor. Many hos- 
pitals are limiting visitors the husband patient’s 


mother. Visitors other sections the hospital should 
not permitted the maternity department visit 
patients view babies. 


Infected Maternity Patients. All patients should 
examined upon entrance with view screening out 
those with any infection, history recent infection 
such diarrhea, cough, vaginal discharge. Infected 
patients and their babies should isolated from other 
patients. Infants delivered outside the hospital 
readmitted after delivery should not placed the 
newborn nursery. 


Nursing Staff. estimated that three hours 
nursing care for hours needed for each full-term 
infant and six hours for each premature infant. This 
requires that during the 24-hour period least three 
nurses (or nurses and auxiliary workers) provided 
for every eight full-term infants and least three 
nurses for every four premature infants. least one 
registered nurse should duty during each shift 
and additional personnel proportion the number 
babies and the schedule work. the use 
auxiliary workers the nursery required, they 
should work only under strict supervision. Their duties 
should clearly defined and commensurate with their 
training and experience. planning for the use 
part-time workers, should remembered that the 
less the turnover and the fewer the workers who enter 
nursery the less the danger introducing infection. 

spite war emergency conditions, necessary 
evaluate nursing procedures with view making the 
most economical use nursing time. 


SUGGESTED PROCEDURES FOR THE ECONOMICAL 
USE NURSE’S TIME 


Nursing Care the Newborn Infant 


Care the Skin. present the consensus seems 
that the less manipulation the skin the less the 
danger infection. The so-called technique 
appears effective any other method skin 
and takes the least amount nursing time. 
Immediately after birth, the blood wiped off and 
excess vernix carefully removed from the folds the 
skin with sterile cotton especially from the armpits and 
groins. Thereafter, the clothes are changed daily 
but the baby not bathed oiled until discharged, 
except for the use sterile water buttocks after 
changing diaper. 


Diapers and Other Clothing. recommended that 
the infant’s clothing reduced one piece clothing 
gown shirt—besides the diaper. Dressing and 
diapering should done the baby’s own bassinet 
common table. 
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Taking Infant’s Temperature. recommended 
that each infant’s thermometer kept the bedside 
suitable container, and that temperatures 
normal infants taken but once daily. 


Weighing. Weighing and the recording weight 
one the time consuming rituals that could cut 
down considerably. Furthermore the the one 
ground the nursery which all babies are 
brought and potential hazard. the normal ini- 
tial weight loss went unobserved, would prevent 
much unnecessary concern the part the mother, 
the nurse and the doctor and would result less unnec- 
essary supplementary feeding. 

Routine and weighing certainly should 
eliminated. common practice weigh premature 
infants only once twice week and would seem 
that similar schedule for mature infants would 
adequate. 


Feeding. should made have every 
mother nurse her baby. The attitude the nursing 
staff has great influence the success breast nurs- 
ing. The establishment the mother’s milk supply 
best stimulated hungry baby. important 
give water freely but withhold artificial feeding 
until there has been time establish breast nursing. 


Artificial Feeding. The adoption house for- 
mula all the medical staff will down materially 
time preparation formulae. The bottles for 
each feeding, with sterile nipples and sterile caps, 
should delivered the nursery from the formula 
room feeding time. time, should nipples 
put handled the nursery. 


Viewing Babies—Visitors. great amount 
nursing time consumed the practice showing 
babies relatives and friends. This practice should 
eliminated curtailed for the duration the war. 
Mention has already been made the need for control 
visitors. This important and will save much 
nursing time well promote safety. 


Nursing Care Maternity Patients 


Perineal Care. With the shortage personnel 
recommended that very simple technique for perineal 
care set that can carried out but once day. 


Breast Care. that the breasts 
nursing mothers thoroughly washed with soap and 
water the time morning care and that her hands 
washed with soap and water and her breasts with 
sterile water before each nursing. She should wear 
gown that opens front. The gown should not 
lifted from the bottom put the baby breast. The 
baby should lie clean paper cotton towel during 
nursing and all visitors should excluded. 


Care Flowers. The receiving, arranging and care 
flowers are time consuming and can well elimi- 
nated for the duration. 


ACCEPTING MORE PATIENTS THAN CAN SAFELY 
CARED FOR 

Hospitals have responsibility for only 

the number patients for whom they are able pro- 

vide safe care. Where the maternity case load exces- 
sive, the hospital management obligated seek every 
possible solution. 

there any possible additional space that can 
utilized for the maternity department? 
Accommodations for infants must enlarged 
same proportion that for mothers. 

free space and personnel for the maternity depart- 
ment? 

Are there any other hospital beds the area that 

could utilized 

Can the hospital stay further reduced 

Hospitals finding necessary accept more mater- 

nity patients than their licensed capacity should notify 

the Bureau Maternal and Child Health, California 

State Department Public Health this fact.

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RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING THE 
TEACHING FACTS CONCERNING THE 
VENEREAL DISEASES THE 
SECONDARY-SCHOOL LEVEL 


Adopted the National Conference for Cooperation Health 
Education, New York, April 28, 1943 


The approach venereal disease education part 
the health education program the secondary-school 
level should based two considerations, namely 


Immediate wartime necessity. 
The long-range program. 


most quarters agreed that the war will last 
several years. Most secondary-schools and colleges have 
already taken steps revise their curricula 
ingly, order prepare young people for more effi- 
cient and effective service Nation war. this 
connection, health and physical fitness assume singular 
importance the teaching program. Venereal disease 
education special significance such program 
that syphilis and gonorrhea, besides being the Nation’s 
most common serious health problem, are diseases that 
strike youth most frequently. 

The long-range program requires study and planning 
that when peace returns, well organized and ac- 
ceptable plan will operation throughout the 
country. 

proposed that the approach satisfactory 
presentation these educational purposes through 
several well established avenues follows: First, 
way the organization and administration the 
school health program for individual health service and 
provision for wholesome environment; 
coach the tield physical education and, 
fourth, way deans, nurses and advisers stu- 
dents, large proportion whose time must inevitably 
spent problems physical, mental and social 
adjustment. 


therefore suggested that the National Confer- 
ence for Cooperation School Health Education pro- 
ceed along two lines with respect venereal disease 
education. The first definite proce- 
dures looking toward adequate venereal disease educa- 
tional content existing proposed health and physi- 
fitness programs for youth secondary-school age 
and teacher education institutions. Second 
form research committee study past experiences 
venereal disease education secondary-schools, 
evaluate these experiences, and formulate program 
for consideration health officers and educators 
Federal, State and local levels. 


The Wartime Program 


The Committee Teaching the Facts About the 
Venereal Diseases the Secondary-School Level sug- 
gests that the following minimum requirements con- 
sidered shaping the wartime program: 


That venereal disease education included 
integral part the health and physical fitness 
programs and such special activities the Victory 
Corps secondary-schools throughout the country. 
The schools should provide education about the vene- 
real diseases part the regular health curriculum, 
rather than extraneous subject discussed 
‘‘outside’’ lecturer from the health department 
medical society. 

That the United States Public Health Service 
and the United States Office Education recom- 
mend appropriate teaching methods and materials 
conformance with the accepted principles and 
tices venereal disease control the Federal, State 
and local levels; and further, that these suggestions 
made available health departments and school 
officials the various States. 

That State and local health departments 
asked cooperate with State departments edu- 
and local school systems preparing and pro- 
viding appropriate instructional materials teach- 
ers, and make available other necessary facilities 
enable effective presentation the subject 
venereal diseases the pupils. 

That the assistance and advice volun- 
tary agencies sought developing this program. 

That view its wartime character, this 
venereal disease education program submitted for 
endorsement the Secretary War, the Secretary 
the Navy, and the War Manpower Commissioner. 


Long-Range Program 


Appropriate steps should taken insure that 
effective methods and materials developed during the 
war further ceveloped and utiiized during peace- 

That research and planning subcommittee 
named formulate long-range teaching program. 
That facilitate the work the subcommittee 
the United States Public Health Service and the 
United States Office Education assign qualified 


personnel the task collecting and studying the 
experiences former existing programs the 


broader aspects venereal disease education. 

That, based the data assembled this group, 
program teaching recommendations, properly 
documented, submitted for analysis and approval 
part its report the next meeting this com- 
mittee. 


That appropriate steps taken the Confer- 


ence encourage adequate pre-service and in-service 
preparation educators since recognized that 
the implementation this proposed school health 
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program depends ultimately upon the education 
administrators, classroom teachers, and other school 
employees.

PREVALENCE CONGENITAL SYPHILIS 


1938, 163 cases syphilis infants were re- 
ported throughout California and 1942 there were 
but such cases reported. The total number 
eases congenital syphilis, all ages, 1938 was 928, 
while 1942 there were 739 such reported. 
Most these were individuals years age and 
over. Reductions have been made lower age 
groups but not the older age groups. spite 
this record efficiency, better results might 
obtained greater diligence were used making 
certain that infections pregnant women are treated 
adequately. State law requiring prenatal blood tests 
became effective September 1939.

Funds are pro- 
vided for advanced programs universities and col- 
leges prepare graduate nurses for nursing service 
positions requiring advanced preparation one 
more clinical fields, hospitals, outpatient 
departments and public health nursing organiza- 
tions; faculty positions, including those requiring 
advanced preparation one more clinical fields, 
institutions offering basic nursing and 
those offering nursing 

Universities colleges participating the 
programs must approved appropriate accrediting 
agencies. Specific conditions relative detailed serv- 
ice must also met. Hospitals providing courses must 
approved the American College Surgeons. 
order eligible for participation programs 
midwifery, standards equivalent those the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, United States Department Labor, 
must maintained. Graduate nurses, order 
eligible receive scholarships, must meet the special 
admission and graduation requirements for the 
ular program considered. 

Any institution requesting Federal funds under the 
act must certify that all students enrolled the post- 
graduate program will available upon completion 
the course for military essential civilian nursing 
services for the duration the war and statement 
such effect will required from each student. 

Institutions that desire receive allotment for 
any postgraduate program should request the necessary

CARBONATED BEVERAGES 


The growing disregard exhibited bottlers 
bonated beverages for labeling and sanitary provisions 
law, may necessitate State-wide campaign 
straighten the difficulties encountered. 

Stockton, Bakersfield and Los Angeles, investiga- 
tions reveal negligence labeling, the use any avail- 
able bottle (bottles bearing address manufacturer 
Houston, Texas, were found), and gross insanitation. 


one instance empty bottle containing adhering 
flies was brought complainant; the label was 
that Modesto firm, but after investigating was 
found have been packed Stockton concern who 
had purchased the stock the former. 


Conditions this respect were odious, that prose- 
was instituted cooperation with the Bakers- 
field Health Department against flagrant violator 
that city. Investigation revealed that bottles used for 
packing the beverage bore active semblance un- 
washed bottles; the finished products contained bees, 
moths, mold, sticks, dirt, and other filth. 

immediate arrest was made; the defendant was 
required post $500 bail, and was then placed 
two years probation. Placed under quarantine were 
485 cases the merchandise suspected like adulter- 
ation. 


DRIED FRUIT PLANTS 


California, not only are one-third the dried 
fruit plants ‘‘ill-housed,’’ but they are insanitary. This 
was revealed survey this industry commenced 
last month and continued during July. 

The factors most frequently contributing insanita- 
tion are listed order their prevalence: 

Rodent infestation—absent only those plants 
employing experienced exterminators which 
raisins prunes are handled. 

Proximity stemmers and graders sorting and 
packing operations—thus exposing the recleaned prod- 
uct contamination from the stemmers. (In plants 
handling golden bleach varietal raisins this does not 
constitute problem since the preliminary processing 
such raisins eliminates the field dirt. 

Lack steam cleaning equipment—the most im- 
portant contributory factor insanitation! Without 
steam becomes impossible clean and sterilize other- 
wise inaccessible machinery and equipment; in- 
valuable cleaning out infested cracks and crevices 
storage bins and floors. 

Inadequate sewerage sewage disposal facilities. 

Inadequate toilet and washing facilities. 

Ineffectual inadequate fruit cleaning equip- 
ment—particularly true for small fig processing plants; 
however, likewise true for the largest processor 
seeded muscat raisins the United States. 

The investigation revealed that these raisins are 
never subjected treatment with water, despite the 
fact that all are exposed contamination from barn- 
yard fowl, rodents, birds, and dirt during processing 
and storage. 

Wherever objectionable conditions are noted, formal 
instructions correct them are issued. The campaign 
inaugurated will constitute the most advanced, forward 
step toward sanitation ever taken the entire dried 
fruit industry. 


CONTROL RABIES 


During the month the department made investi- 
gation the rabies situation Fresno County where 
few cases have been reported recently dogs. 
county pound man has been employed and local control 
measures are the request local officials, 
investigation was made conditions the dog pounds 
maintained both Fresno City and Fresno County. 
Investigations were also made rabies Tulare 
County, where local control measures are enforced 
under county supervision. Because the rabies situa- 
tion Beverly Hills, the city has been placed under 
local quarantine against the disease. The State Depart- 
ment assisted investigating the situation.

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HOST FACTORS POLIOMYELITIS 


While epidemiologic studies indicate that the virus 
poliomyelitis probably widespread during epi- 
periods, relatively few individuals are stricken 
with the disease. would appear that there some 
factor present the host which disposes him the 
destructive central nervous system envolvement the 
manifest disease. 

During the recent this problem has been 
investigated members the Department Path- 
ology the University California Medical School. 
The work has been hospitals the San 
Francisco Bay area and the Los Angeles General 
Hospital. One aspect the work considerable 
interest and may clue predisposing influence. 
This has with salt and water metabolism. 
though the data collected date are not extensive 
indicates that salt depletion and degree dehydra- 
While 
possible that this condition may the result the 
disease also possible that dehydration and salt 
depletion may predispose the invasion the tissues 
with the virus and the development the manifest 
disease. Further studies are planned clarify this. 


OPERATION SANITATION PLANTS 
STABILIZED 


The feverish construction stage 150 sanitation 
projects for use the military population has been 
ended. These plants have passed through period 
operating trial, and refining’’ being worked 
out the young army newly found plant operators. 

The Bureau Sanitary Engineering has assisted 
remedying defects due poor design oversights 
construction due partly inexperience but, greater 
degree, due the speed required the military pro- 
gram. The Navy, both northern and southern dis- 
tricts, has departed from its traditional lack sanitary 
engineering laboratory advice establishing such 
services large scale check the quality 
water supplies and the performance sanitation works, 
and prevent duplication inspection services. 


SHORTAGE LABORATORY TECHNICIANS 


spite training program inaugurated the 
Division Laboratories, which course six 
months’ training has been given apprentices, the 
shortage public health laboratory technicians con- 
tinues acute. the end September, six posi- 
tions the larger county health departments the 
State were vacant. Apparently will not possible 
fill all these vacancies until another group 
apprentices completes its work the end December. 


LABOR UNIONS REQUIRE BLOOD TESTS 


Six local unions the San Francisco Building 
Trades Council have passed resolutions which require 
the blood testing new members. These unions are 
composed marble masons, roofers, painters, milk 
men, elevator constructors, marble shopmen and help- 
ers, and laundry workers. During the month, final 
arrangements were made for X-ray and serology sur- 
vey employees Hunter’s Point Naval Drydock. 
Educational leaflets were also prepared for distribution 
drydock employees. 

Considerable activity blood testing employees 
was carried Los Angeles City with the following 
one firm employing 170 individuals was found
